Action Research Project 


Description - Teachers in my district have a plethora of 
technology available but there are no programs to coach 
them to use it. My goal was to 'adopt' a teacher as a model 
showing how technology could seamlessly be integrated to 
enrich a program.

Reflection - The process of Action Research has been the 
most valuable piece of my learning experience in the 
OMAET program.

Public Service Announcement Video 


Description - This video was a constructivist experience in 
shooting, editing, and uploading video. The project was to f 
promote education and advocate "a good way to learn." 


Reflection - Never before had I used a MiniDV camera, 


editing software or uploading techniques. This was one of 
the most challenging yet rewarding projects of my OMAET 
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experience. This video production added a new twist to my 
Action Research Project. The students were able to shoot 
and direct films and became a part of my technology 
integration program. 


Mentoring Project 


Description- Integrating technology into a unit of study 
thereby allowing a classroom teacher to enhance their 
program. I learned how to mentor a teacher effectively so 
that they feel comfortable with technology. This was also my 
Action Research Project (ARP) goal. 


Reflection - This project became the heart of my ARP. I 
began to understand the importance of communication and 
relationships in order to share areas of knowledge. What 
developed was a mutual respect for each other's area of 
‘expertise’ which fostered a learning relationship. Soon after 
it wasn't surprising to see that our teaching was being 
influenced by each other. 


Case Study 


Description - The purpose of the Case Study is to evaluate 
how technology is being used in Cooperton Middle School 
(fictitious name). The results will be used as a guide to 
suggest how technology can be used to enhance the learning 
environment for both the educators and the students. 


Reflection - I learned how to research, collect data and 
conduct a successful case study that supported the work of 
my ARP. In the future, I would like to work with teachers to 
implement new "opportunities" to their curriculum using 
technology. In a constructivist learning environment 
students need to be in the driver's seat and the teachers are 
facilitators. The survey revealed that the teachers want to 
learn the capabilities of the new equipment. The bridge 
between education and teacher curiosity is staff 
development. Within this program, constructivist projects 
can be the focal point of a dialogue to initiate a more 
productive use of the facilities provided. 


Web Site Design 
Description - With the influence of two books, Don't Make 
| Me Think by Steve Krug & Roger Black and Robin Williams 


Web Design Workshop by Robin Williams, I came to a 
better understanding of "good" web site design. 


Reflection - I have learned the importance of organizing a 
web site so that it is more user friendly. Graphics, rollover 
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images, and buttons became tools that helped my web pages 
to be more interactive and inviting. _

Description - The goal of this project was to create a Radio 
Show like the ones written about in Radio an Illustrated 
Guide by Ira Glass. I gained hands-on experience with audio 
editing and uploading. 


Reflection - This project was one of my favorites because I 
was not only learning new technology, I was creating an 
archive of my personal history.
